There is anothes side to this subject. Our country is made 
of poor people, many are very ' poor, not able t 
having to depend on the free schools for their knowledge of books. The 
free school as it is, and has been managed, is but a poor make shift, and in 
our opinion will never educate much. Often the schoolhouses would not 
make respectable barns, and sometimes there is great diversity of opinions 
about who shall teach the s« hool, the result is that often incompetent per 
sons teach our free schools. It has happened that in neighborhoods where. 
the majority of the people were professed christians, educated, fashionable 
dancing maids were sele« ted for teachers and again drinking men have 
taught our schools, It ought not to be so. The masses of the people are 
not being educated; neither will th y be withthe present management of 
schools. We note with pecasure however that there is a waking up on the 
subject. Schools are being started in many neighborhoods as any other 
private enterprise. Great good is bx ing done for all the people where such 
schools are located. Your committee would recommend thi building of 
such schools in every « mmunity, not colleges but cood grammar schools, . 
and we know that in any « mimtunity where there is sense, « nergy and money 
to build houses to live in, open up farms and cultivate them, build gin houses 
and mills and run them, there is setise, energy and money to build a good 
school house, put ina good teacher and m ike a success of it, Plans, though 
not the best, well carried out gives us suces ssful fariners and professios] men. 
The same thing will give us schools, in ail our neighborhoods, that will 
bring us some happy changes in the near future,

RULES OF DECORUM. 









Article 1. The Association shall be opened and closed by prayer. 

Art. 2. The Moderator shall be considered judge of order, and shall 
have discretionary right to call to order at any time. 

Art. 3. Any.member not satisfied with his decision, may appeal to the 
Association the same day, butat no other time. 

Art. 4. The Moderator shall have the same privilege of speech as any 
other member of the body, provided he call some brother to the chair; but 
shall not be permitted to vote except in case of tie. 

Art. 5, Every motion made in order and seconded, after suflicient time 
for discussion, shall be by the Moderator put to the vote of the Association, 
a majority of whom shall govern and the decision shall be publicly an- 
nounced by the Moderator. 

Art. 6, But one member shall speak at a time, who shall rise to his feet 
and address the Mod., and the Mod., when addressed by a member for per- 
mission to speak, shall signify the same by naming the person or otherwise. 

Art, 7. Every member in addressing the body must confine his remarks 
tothe subject under discussion, and no member shall be interrupted while 
speaking, unless he depart from the subject, or use words of personal reflec- 
tion. 

Art. 8. The appellation “Brother” shall be used in our addresses, 

Art. 9. No member shall be allowed to speak more than twice on the 
same subject without leave from the Ass’n., nor more than once until all 
have had an opportunity of speaking, 

Art. 10. No member shall be ati liberty. to absent himself during 
the hours of business, without leave from the Mod. 

Art. 11. It shall be the duty of the Clerk to keep a correct record of 
the proceedings of the Ass‘n., and submit the same for the correct one of the 
of the Ass'n at the close of each session, and to preserve a file of all proceed - 
ings of the body. 

Art. 12. It shall be the duty of the Treas., to receive all moneys present- 
ed for Assn’al purposes and pay them over by the order of the body. 

Art. 13. In case ofa motion to suspend any rule of Ass'n, a vote of two- 
thirds shall be necessary. 

Art. 14. The roll of delegates shall be called at the close of each session 
and absentees without permission shall be designated upon the minutes as 
such, without leave from the Mod. 























































CONSTITUTION. 










Article 1. The Ass'n shall be called the Oxford Baptist Ass'n, which 
shall meet annually. The object of this union shall be to cultivate fraternal 
interc urse and love between the churches com sing this body, and to 
unite their efforts in the great work of odvanciag the Redeemer'’s king- 
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dom. In the prosecution of these objects, the dissemmination of the Gospel 
by missionary operations, both at home and abroad, shall receive their en- 
couragements, fostering care and support. It shall be the aims of this Ass'n 
to promote the cause of Sabbath Schools; also the interest of general educa- 
tion, and more es ecially the education of the ministry, Al] christian and 
charitable enterprises shall recéive their encouragement, among which the 
Support of superanuated and wornout ministers will recelye especial atten 
tion. 

Art. 2. Each church belonging to this Ass'n shall be entitled to three 
representatives until the number dt mendes reaches 50, and one delegate 
for every 25 provided, in no ease shall any church have more than 5delegates. 

Art. 3. The delegates present representing churches shall, during, the 
session, present their letters of correspondence, which must state their ap 
potntanens, together with the number of members in fellowship; the number

Art. 9. This Ass'n shall have no power to adopt rules, or institute pro- 
ceedings that shall infringe upon the eievenion or rights of churches; 
but it may, when requested by a church in its letter or correspondence, and 
not otherwise, give advice to such body, and it may separate from such 
churches as are known to walk disorderly. 

Art. 10. This Ass'n may correspond by letter and messenger with other 
representative bodies of the Baptist denomination, 


Art. 11. This Ass'n shall, at it appoint an Ex, Board, — 


composed of as many membersas there shall be churches represented, with 5 
additional members living in the same vicinity, any 5 of whom shall consti- 
tute aquorum.
